Arab Nations 
Promise to 
Ask Release

WASHINGTON (AP> - Diplo- 


mats from 10 Arab countries 
have promised the United States 
they will press for release of 
airline passengers held hostage 
by guerrillas in Jordan. 


Shortly after the ambassadors 


gave their assurances to Secre- 
tary of State William P. Rogers 
Tuesday, President Nixon con- 
vened a meeting of top advisers 
to discuss the latest round of 
airline hijackings and ways of 
preventing them. 


Press secretary Ronald L. 


Ziegler said the high-level meet- 
ing could result in proposed leg- 
islation to deal with the hijack- 
ings. However, Ziegler said he 
knows of no plans for U.S. air- 
lines to begin carrying armed 
guards, as some have suggest- 
ed. 


In promising their help to se- 


cure the release of passengers 
held since Sunday in two hi- 
jacked airliners in the Jorda- 
nian desert, the 10 Arab diplo- 
mats indicated their govern- 
ments have little influence on 
the guerrillas. 


"We will try to contact them 


and do whatever we can that 
they be released," said Palat 
Al-Ghoussein, Kuwait's ambas- 
sador and spokesman for the 10. 
But he said earlier experience 
with 
guerrilla 
organizations 


shows "the governments cannot 
do anything about it." 


Al-Ghoussein said from a hu- 


manitarian view he condemns 
the terrorist takeover of the 
Swissair and Trans World Air- 
ways jets. He said such acts do 
not "serve the cause of the Pal- 
estinian people." 


The Popular Front for the 


Liberation of Palestine is seek- 
ing the release of guerrillas held 
in Britain, Switzerland and West 
Germany in exchange for the 
estimated 180 hostages from the 
two planes. 


As high-level officials pon- 


dered 
the guerrilla 
actions, 


Sens. Mike Mansfield, D-Mont., 
and Charles E. Goodell, R-N.Y., 
urged the Nixon administration 
to require armed guards on all 
U.S. 
planes on international 


routes. 
' Goodell and Sen. Charles Per- 
cy, R-m., also called for consid- 
eration of sanctions 
against 


Arab states that harbor hijack- 
ers. 


Sen. Harrison A. Williams, D- 


N.J., asked Nixon and Rogers to 
take whatever steps are neces- 
sary to insure the safety of 
Americans who are among the 
hostages. 


The Federal Aviation Admin- 


istration, meanwhile, suggested 
its metal-detection device to for- 
eign governments as an effec- 
tive deterrent against hijack- 
ings. 


An FAA spokesman said that 


despite an increase in foreign 
hijackings, the number of cases 
of air piracy in this country has 
dropped this year. 


A spokesman attributed the 


decline in part to increasing use 
of the metal-sensing device at 
ticket counters and boarding 
gates to find hidden weapons.

Carswell Is 
Defeated 
in Florida

Dale Bumpers, who emerged 


from the political obscurity of a 
country law practice, has won 
the Democratic nomination for 
governor of Arkansas, crushing 
the comeback campaign of for- 
mer governor Orval E. Faubus. 


And in Florida, Rep. William 


C. Cramer captured the Repub- 
lican nomination to the Senate, 
ending the bitter quest by G. 
Harrold Carswell for a seat 
in 


the chamber that denied him a 
place on the Supreme Court. 


Carswell, whose defeat was 


expected, and Faubus, loser in a 
startling upset, were the big- 
name political casualties 
as 


eight states held primary elec- 
tions Tuesday. 


The Arkansas runoff was sur- 


prising not only for the out- 
come, but for the towering pro- 
portions of the Bumpers victory. 


With virtually all precincts 


counted, Bumpers had 257,385 
votes to 181,089 for Faubus, who 
served six terms as governor, 
retired undefeated four years 
ago, and became manager of an 
amusement park called Dog- 
patch USA. 


Bumpers campaigned with a 


promise of fresh, aggressive 
leadership—he seldom got more 
specific-—and said Faubus had 
nothing new to offer Arkansas. 


Bumpers, 45, and making his 


first bid for state office, will 
challenge 
Republican Gov. 


Winthrop Rockefeller in the 
Nov. 3 election. 


Nobody paid much attention 


to Bumpers, a lawyer from 
Charlestown, population 1,350, 
until he staged a surprising race 
and emerged second to Faubus 
in the first, eight-way primary. 
Faubus got 36 per cent of the 
vote in that one, far short of the 
majority required for nomina- 
tion. 


In other key races: 
—Florida's flamboyant Re- 


publican Gov. Claude R. Kirk 
fell short of a majority in his re- 
nomination bid, and was forced 
into a Sept. 29 runoff against 
millionaire druggist Jack Eck- 
erd. Kirk had 48 per cent of the 
vote, Eckerd 37 per cent, in a 
three-man field. 
$3.3 Million 
in Highway 
Bids Planned 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Bids 


will be opened Sept. 30 on 10 
road projects in the state esti- 
mated at $3.3 million, the state 
Highway Commission said Tues- 
day. 


The most expensive project, 


estimated at 1840,000, consists 
of surfacing and construction of 
three reinforced concrete slab 
bridges along an 8.3-mile stretch 
of Arkansas 298 beginning north 
of Avant and proceeding easter- 
ly in Garland County.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate's third-ranking Demo- 
crat said today the nation's col- 
leges and universities should 
purge radical professors and 
students and then adopt policies 
to keep them out. 


Sen. Robert C. Byrd, D-W.Va., 


said in a statement to the Presi- 
dent's Commission on Campus 
Unrest it is time college admin- 
istrators "return to a policy of 
making our institutions of high- 
er learning once again repre- 
sentative of mainstream Ameri- 
ca." 


"It is high time that profes- 


sors who distort the perspective 
of young minds, who advocate 
the overthrow of our system of 
government, who corrupt and 
pervert the educational process 
be purged from our educational 
institutions," Byrd's statement 
said. 


He said admissions policies 


must be tightened "rather than 
further prostituting and debas- 
ing them. I am convinced that 
one of the major causes contrib- 
uting to the disorder in our insti- 
tutions is the presence in those 
institutions of many young peo- 
ple who have absolutely no busi- 
ness being there." 


Byrd said the "so-called quota 


system for the admission of 
black students" is ill-conceived 
and unfortunate. 


"The great flaw in the quota 


system is simply the fact that 
young men and women who can- 
not do college-level work are ad- 
mitted—even recruited—with in- 
evitably disruptive results." 


Providing a college education 


for all is unrealistic, especially 
in liberal arts, he said, because 
it "fails to take into proper ac- 
count the aptitudes, abilities 
and 
potentialities—or 
lack 


thereof—of the individual" and, 
"it fails to take into account the 
various needs of society." 


He said professors must re- 


tain the right to intellectual in- 
dependence and 
freedom of 


thought but added they have no 
right to corrupt young students 
and destroy the educational in- 
stitution.

Reorganizing 
Timetable 
Set by House

WASHINGTON (AP) - House 


leaders have set a three-day 
timetable to complete action on 
a comprehensive congressional 
reorganization bill. They may 
miss their mark. 


In eight days of actual debate 


since consideration of the 140- 
page measure began, the House 
has disposed of only 35 pages. 
And some of the decisions al- 
ready made are subject to re- 
view. 


The debate started July 13. 
Next 
Tuesday, Wednesday 


and Thursday have been ear- 
marked to complete House ac- 
tion on the bill calling for land- 
mark changes in some ancient 
congressional practices. The bill 
has not been considered by the 
Senate, which must approve the 
House version if it is to become 
law. 


Because of the time element 
congress has many other leg- 
islative headaches to be dealt 
with before final adjournment 
the reorganization bill may 
die of neglect if not disposed of 
soon. 


Some of its more controver- 


sial provisions still must be con- 
sidered. They deal with creation 
of a joint House-Senate commit- 
tee on data processing, over- 
hauling of the legislative refer- 
ence service, rights of minority 
committee members, and curbs

mary on Aug. 16 foreshadowed 
the Faubus defeat, but few be* 
lieved — few but the Bumpers 
band of faithful. 


And, perhaps, Orval E. Fau- 


bus. 


Hours before the polls closed 


on Tuesday's runoff election, 
Faubus began preparation of a 
statement in which he conced- 
ed defeat in his bid for the 
Democratic gubernatorial nom- 
ination. 


Predictions had been scarce. 


Would Faubus, 
historically 


strong in the outlying areas, 
cruise once more to victory? 
Could Bumpers, the self-styled 
"fresh face" for government, 
really win? Few were saying. 


The nearest thing to a fore- 


case came in the report by 
some news media that the race 
was a tossup. 


But it wasn't. 
Bumpers, 45, Jumped from 


about 19 per cent of the vote in 
the first primary (85,509 votes) 
to about 58 per cent in the run- 
off. 


Faubus, 60, led the eight-man 


ticket in the first primary with 
SB per cent of the vote (156,578) 
•Md mustered on a little more, 
41 ptr cent, in the runoff. 


the attempted political come- 


back of the six-term former 
governor was a shambles at the 
f««t of a Bumpers' triumph. 


Faubus issued his concession 


of defeat Tuesday night and 
told newsmen he had set to 
work on it at an early hour be- 
cause he had had a foreboding 
of loss. 


The loss proved to be of 


staggering proportions. 


How did Bumpers increase 


his own vote strength by 170,000 
while Faubus' grew by only 
25,000? 


A completely definitive ex- 


planation is unlikely ever, but 
something may be learned from 
one small box, the Little Texas 
box in Scott County. 


The box is famous in Arkan- 


sas elections for being one of 
the first reported each cam- 
paign year, although it seldom 
sets any meaningful trend. 


On Aug. 25, the box gave 


eight votes to Faubus and three 
to one of the also-rans, Bill G. 
Wells of Hermitage. 


During the campaign, Fau- 


bus and Wells had sniped at 
each other over which of them 
was the first and hardest with 
opposition to racial busing. 


When Little Texas reported in 


the runoff, the tally was eight 


votes for Faubus, three for 
Bumpers. 


Perhaps those were the same 


three that had gone to Wells 
earlier, although Wells and 
Bumpers were as distant philo- 
sophically as any two candi- 
dates in the race. In such a 
case, the votes might be classi- 
fied as anti-Faubus balloting. 


Perhaps, however, the Wells 


votes 
joined 
the 
Faubus 


column, but Bumpers' runoff 
campaigning had peeled three 
votes away from Faubus' Aug. 
25 showing. 


No one may ever know, but 


the thinking early today among 
political observers was that one 
or both of those patterns took 
place in large scale across the 
state Tuesday. 


For example, Bumpers car- 


ried 11 counties in the first pri- 
mary. He held onto those and 
picked up 44 more in the run- 
off, a total of 55, precisely the 
number in which Faubus had 
led on Aug. 25. 


The counties that stayed with 


Bumpers were Benton, Craw- 
ford, Franklin (his home coun- 
ty), Greene, Logan, Pope, Ran- 
dolph, Scott, Sebastian, Washin- 
ton and Yell. 


In the first primary, Wells 


carried Bradley County, his 
home, but Bumpers took it on 
Tuesday despite Wells' endorse- 
ment of Faubus. 


Robert C. Compton of El Do- 


HOPE (ARK.) STAR, 


rado took his home county, 
Union, by a 2-1 margin over the 
rest of the field ownbtned on 
Aug. 25 and endoftid Faubus 
after being eliminated. Never- 
theless, Bumpers carried the 
county by a narrow margin. 


The third • place finisher 


on Aug. 25 was Atty. Gen. Joe 
Purcell and he mustered the 
most votes in a half-dozen coun- 
ties, then endorsed Bumpers, 
who carried all of those coun- 
ties on Tuesday. 


But holding his original 11 


counties and picking up those of 
the also-rans would have given 
Bumpers only 20, leaving 55 to 
Faubus. 
Bumpers, 
instead, 


managed to carry 35 counties 
Tuesday after Faubus had fed 
in them on Aug. 25. 


The first primary balloting 


had indicated that such a devel- 
opment was likely. 


The indicator was in the fact 


that Bumpers had a solid fight- 
ing chance in at least 49 coun- 
ties—while he led in only 11, he 
was second in 13 and third in 
25. 


Bumpers did no worse than 


sixth in any county in the first 
primary, and the results in 
those counties Tuesday illus- 
trate the turnabout he achieved. 
They were:

Prosecutor Jeff Mobley, swept 


into office in 1962 as a foe of 
Sheriff Marlin Hawkins of Con- 
way County, failed in his bid for 
Democratic nomination to a 
fifth term in the 5th Judicial 
Circuit in Tuesday's runoff elec- 
tion where he was stamped with 
a pro-Hawkins label. 


The winner was Alex G. 


Streett, who, like Mobley, lives 
at Russellville. 


Streett, 31, an attorney, car- 


ried the home county, Pope, by 
a whopping margin of 5,871 to 
2,319 for the 44-year-old Mobley 
in complete but unofficial re- 
turns. 


The totals for the five-county 


Another World-Bay City 4- district, complete but unofficial, 


were 18,767 votes for Streett and 
14,062 for Mobley. 


The first primary Aug. 25 


augured defeat for Mobley as he 
wound up second in a three-way 
race. Andre McNeil of Conway 
was eliminated in that contest. 


A former FBI agent, Mobley 


had attempted to link Streett 
with Gov. Winthrop Rockefeller, 
the Republican nominee for a 
third term as governor, but 
Streett said there was no con- 
nection. 


Streett has a brother, Bruce, 


who is employed by Rockefel- 
ler's public relations staff. An- 
other brother, Julian, is a state 
representative from Camden. 
Julian is a Democrat. 


There is no Republican candi- 


date for the position.

Settlement 
Pressed in 
Rail Strike 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Nixon administration pressed 
today for an llth hour wage set- 
tlement to avert a scheduled na- 
tionwide srike of some 500,000 
railroad workers one minute 
after midnight tonight. 


"We could have a strike," 


said Assistant Secretary of La- 
bor W. J. Usery of the dispute 
between the nation's rail indus- 
try and four AFIXHO unions. 


"But they've each said they 


could postpone it if there is 
some meaningful progress," 
Usery said of the union negotia- 
tors. 


He declined to say whether 


President Nixon would invoke 
his power under federal labor 
law to delay any strike for 60 
days. 


Usery conceded there was no 


progress in four hours of gov- 
ernment sponsoref talks Tues- 
day, but added "that meeting 
was very worthwhile.

Winner Tired

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — For 


a victorious darkhorse, Dale 
Bumpers' demeanor was quiet 
and reserved as those around 
him cheered, shouted and 
stomped their feet.

torial nomination in a stunning 
upset of former Gov. Orval E. 
Faubus in Tuesday's runoff 
election. 


Appearing tired but relieved 


and confident, Bumpers said he 
was "overwhelmed" at the vic- 
tory and that he was surprised 
"to some extent" at the margin 
of his victory. Most others in 
the state were in a state of 
near disbelief at the thrashing 
delivered Faubus. 


He attributed at least part of 


the big margin to his between- 
primaries efforts in the south- 
ern part of the state, but said 
this was only because his cam- 
paign had not taken him there 
previously. 


He also attributed it to work- 


ing hard "right up to the end." 
He said he did not believe in 
the "peaking theory," and that 
he believed he never peaked 
because he had continued to 
campaign hard until the last 
day. 


With no show of emotion be- 


yond the usual smiles, Bumpers 
conceded he could not express 
his "true feelings." He thanked 
those who supported him.

The late Ely Culbertson 


was a great showman. He 
also was a great bridge play- 
er and a great inventor of 
new bidding gimmicks. 


In 1932 the contract laws 


were amended to make the 
grand slam bonuses 2,250 
vulnerable and 1,500 not vul- 
nerable. Ely immediately de- 
cided that some method of 
ace-asking was 
necessary 


and decided to put the lazy 
bid of four no-trump to work. 
The Culbertson f o u r no- 
trump was both an asking 
and a telling bid. It an- 
nounced that the four no- 
trump bidder held two aces 
and the king of a bid suit or 
three aces. Kesponder would 
bid five no-trump with two 
aces of his own or with one 
ace and the kings of all bid 
suits.

was complicated and suf- 
fered from the inability of a 
weak hand to bid four no- 
trump, but it did fit some 
hands perfectly. 


J o s e p h i n e Culbertson's 


five-diamond reply to Ely's 
four no-trump showed the 
ace of diamonds, not just 
any one ace and Ely went to 
the spade slam. 


He ruffed the club opening,

Justice Department asked U.S. 
District Judge Oren Harris 
Tuesday to reject the Watson 
Chapel School Board's zoning 
plan based on a neighborhood 
school concept. 


The board adopted the plan 


Aug. 25 in response to an order 
from 
Harris to achieve 
a 


unitary school system. 


The Justice Department said 


the zone lines "reinforce and 
perpetuate segregation" by as- 
signing 98 per cent of the black 
pupils to formerly all-black 
schools and 98 per cent of the 
white pupils to formerly all- 
white schools. 


The department asked Harris 


to order the school board to 
implement "forthwith" a deseg- 
regation plan prepared by the 
Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare.
